an occurrence has passed away forever. 
What caused the huge beast, accustomed 
to the tornado, the vivid lightning, the ter- 
rible hail that frequently accompanies the 
sudden, short storm of the prairies, to 
stampede at apparently nothing, is one of 
those problems that admit of no solution. 
Sometimes it is caused by a flash of light- 
ning from a dark cloud; again the cry of a 
starved wolf, or the appearance on the 
horizon of a single figure, or, perhaps, 
something as ftisijjmficant as the barUng 
of a prairie dog sitting on the edge of its 
burrow.

wrif" good English tells them first of all 
to study IheEtylo of the best authors and 
iinitnteit. Tho advice is idiotic. How, 
for instance, would the stylo of Shake- 
speare do as a model for a newspaper 
reporter of this time? How would the 
high stepping measures of Macaulay 
read if appliod to the description of a 
lively trial in a police court? Wo are 
told that Lincoln acquired his wonderful 
command of English through a careful 
Bfctuly of Shakospearo and tho Bible, but 
neither tho literary stylo of the one nor 
tho '.ther of these appears in his won- 
derful messages. The simple truth is 
that Lincoln had first something to say 
whirh overshadowed all considerations 
of stylo in its importance, and the only 
style Lincoln over aspired to was to put 
this in the plainest English. 


Another individual who thinks hehas 


a call to show young people how to 
•writ" advises them to talco from dicta- 
tion or to copy a page a day from some 
good author. This of course will bring 
mechanical exactness, which is impor- 
tant. It will also acquaint us with tho 
gooti authors; butoa an aid to stylo tho 
direction is absurd. 


The same sapient individual advises 


people to write as they talk. To a slight 
extent this advice is good. But it will 
never do to write exactly as wo talk. 
Con vernation admits of free and strong 
won Is which are quite out of place in 
tho printed page. The putting down in 
blacl; and white makes a statement 
much stronger in a way that cunnot bo 
defined, but it is fact novortholeas. Try 
to write jnst as you talk. Though you 
talk well, when your words corno to be 
printed they will seem, recorded ex- 
actly, undignified, overfamiliar, perhaps 
slangy, or even coarse. 


On tho other hand, try to talk exactly 


as yi >u would write and your conversa- 
tion will soon become an intolerable 
bore. The difference cannot bo defined, 
but it is there, and experience will teach 
one whore to draw tho line and avoid 
both extremes 


Every person has a style of writing 


which is his own, as much as the shape 
of his nose is his own, and it is tho one 
in vhich ho will succeed best. Lot him 
learn good grammar and spelling, then 
practice aa Lincoln did, putting his 
thoughts into the plainest English that 
ifl at. tho same time refined and digni- 
fied, and tho stylo will take care of it- 
self.

At 
Springfield, Mass., rifles and small arms 
are made, while the field guns and tho 
machinery that goes with them are fab- 
ricated at Watervliot. Gun carriages 
are produced at Watertown, N. Y., in- 
fant ry and cavalry equipments at Rock 
Maud, JUs. Much of the small arm am- 
munition made at present goes to supply 
militia in the states. There are govern- 
ment arsenals of storage at Benecia, 
Cal; San Antonio, Tex.; Augusta, Go..; 
Columbia, Tenn.; Indianapolis; Augusta, 
Me., and New York.

SAVINGS BANK FORGERIES AND HOW 


THEY ARE DETECTED. 


A New York Treasurer Tells About (he 


DtfllcultioH In Keeping Track ofJ'ooplo 
Who Try to Draw Money from tile De- 
positories uf tliu Poor. 


Few people from the outside ever get 


(.loser to llie biiHincfts secrets of savings 
banks Umn in the lines that flic continu- 
ally before tlio liltli; \viutlows behind winch 
sits thi; toller. If there are close mouthed 
people in the world they are the men who 
conduct the business of these depositories 
ot the earnings of the poor. From the pres- 
ident, b;iek in some carpeted recess, to the 
watcher lit the front doors no information 
is ever volunteered by tliem, and answers 
to questions of bewildered inquirers are 
given right to the point and as short us 
proverbial pie crust. 


Therefore, when a savings bunk official 


tal ks of his business he generally says some- 
thirig the public kntms nothing about. 


"I will tell you something that will sur- 


prise you," said Treasurer Quinliin, of the 
Greenwich Savings bank, to a reporter re- 
cently, in a burst of confidence. 
"You 


wouldn't think that scarcely a day passes 
without attempts at forgeiy in a big city 
savings bank like this. It is no sinecure 
to bo paying teller in this or any other 
savings bank in this city." 


With that Mr. Quinlun tapped 11 bell and 


n boy responded. 


"Ask the women's teller to bring in some 


of those attempted forgeries," said the 
treasurer. 
The boy departed and pretty 


soon the women's teller brought in a lot of 
receipts and put them bel'oieMr. Quiulan. 
They were stuck on a (lie and the lot was 
nearly a loot high. 


"All thebo were fillet! out within a. few 


months," said Mr. Quinbm, "and this is 


' only the showing in the women's dcpart- 


j ment. The difference in the signatures on 
these receipts from the genuine signatures 
kept by the bank is all that enables the 
teller to 'spot' them as forgeries. 


1SKOCKKT roliUKIIV, 


"Sometimes the signatures are close 


enough to raise a donbt as to their genu- 


, ineness. In most cases the applicants an- 


swer all the test questions, so you see a 


i paying teller has got to exercise cousider- 
' able ludgrneut." 


"Do you prosecute all those cases?" 
"Oh my, no. Some of them are inuo- 


eent attempts at forgery and some are 
criminal." 


The reporter confessed his ignorance of 


what was an "innocent" attempt at for- 
B«ry. 


"An innocent attempt," said Mr. Qninlan, 


"is where a person signs a receipt for, suy, 
Mary Jones, innocently. 'How is this*' 
the teller says. 'This is not the signature 
of Mary Jones.' 'Oh, Mury Jones is my 
sister,' is the reply. 'She sent uie hero to 
draw the money for her.' 


"Then the teller tells the sister to go 


buck and get an order, or to tell Mary Jones 
to come and draw the money herself. It' it 
is (in innocent case the sister goes away 
and does as she is directed. If there is any 
crooked work the alleged sister storms and 
fumes and insists, and the teller quietly 
hands her over to the police and prosecutes. 


"Sometimes the guilty ones go awajr 


without making any fuss. In every case, 
however, guilty or innocent, we make a 
note of the circumstances in a book and 
look out sharply that the proper person 
gets the money on that account thereafter. 
Of course we keep the receipt with forged 
signature." 


SKVBRAL ACCOUNTS. 


"Do you ever pay out to the wrong per- 


son >" 


"Seldom, indeed. Sometimes, however, 


the shrewdest teller will get caught. One 
young man went up to Sing Sing ye^Lor- 
rtay for live years for extracting a small 
sura from this bank on a forged signature. 
Another young man is just about to be let 
out of Klmira reformatory aftur serving a 
sentence for the same oilcnse. 


"Nor is that the only dodge they try to 


work," continued Mr. Quinlan. 
"I re- 


member when I was teller a good many 
years ago a woman carne to have the inter- 
est entered in her book. She handed up 
her pass book, and it struck me that I had 
entered interest in a pass book for the same 
woman not long before. 


" 'Madam,' I said, 'didn't I enter up in- 


terest for yon last week?' 


" 'No, sir,' she said. 
" 'I am certain, madam, I must have 


[lone so. Weren't you here a week ago'' " 


" 'Xo, sir, I wasn't. Look at the book. 


There is no interest entered there.' 


"That was true, but I was sure I had 


wen the woman only a short time before. 
Well, I investigated nnd (ound that it was 
the same woman, but another account. I 
found she had thirteen different accounts 
with the bank. At that time one of the 
bank's rules was to pay 7 per cent, interest 
ou sums under 5800; over that 0 per cent, 
was paid on the whole sum. To get that 
additional interest the woman had opened 
up twelve 'trust accounts' all under §.",00 in 
addition to her own. I made her close up 
all those trust accounts before she left the 
bank."—New York Tribune. 


An ISarly Fire Unjjine. 


The earliest mention of (ire extinguish- 


ing apparatus of any kind is found in the 
building accounts of the city of Augs- 
burg, Germany, for the year 1518. In these 
they are denominated "instruments for 
fires" and "water syringes useful at fires." 
Anthony Blatner, a goldsmith at Fried- 
burg, is credited with being the inventor 
nnd manufacturer, he having at that time 
become a citizen of Augsburg. 


These syringes must have been of consid- 


erable size, as they are described as being 
mounted on wheels and worked by levers. 
Caspar Schott, a noted Jesuit, gives an ac- 
count of one built at Nuremberg, in ICoT, 
the largest squirting engine of which there 
is any record. It was mounted on a sledge 
ten feet long, four feet in width and drawn 
by two horses. It had two working cylin- 
ders placed horizontally in the cistern, 
which was eight feet long, four feet high 
and two feet wide. Twenty-eight men were 
required to work it, and it was capable of 
throwing a jet of water one inch in diam- 
eter to a height of eighty feet.—Detroit 
Free Press. 


• Neg'voes of Arkansas Plan tut ions. 
The negro women of Arkansas are very 


fond of their children and kind to them— 
unwisely kind perhaps, as we Americans 
are inclined to be. To all the other hard- 
ships of a woman's life here is added her 
mourning for her little children, for the 
careless life bears hard on them, especially 
in overflow seasons. 


Sometimes we arc reminded of this in a 


homely yet affecting way, as, when buying 
some chickens and asking tor more, I was 
told by the little merchant: 


"They aint no more, only but one old roost- 


er, and we don't aim to sell him, 'cause my 
little brother that died he always claimed 


him, 
and maw sayed she never would 


sell him I"—Octave Thanet in Atlantic 
Monthly.

There, 
the inscription said, much wealth that 
once belonged to Mithaidates might be 
found, and when the spot was dug open a 
priceless deposit was disclosed, including 
among other things hundreds of onyx 
vases, amulets, caskets and trappings for 
horses and men, all incrnstcd with cameos 
and intaglios,—Jeweler's Weekly.
